The painting was deſigned by that eminent Ita- 
lian, ALBERT DUR RRV, and taken in a prize- 
ſhip bound for Rome, by Jon Tame, Eſq; then 
merchant in London, who brought both glaſs and 
workmen into England; and having purchaſed 
this manor of HENRY vir, anno dom.
